— The Morning Tost 
fiaturday says it understands that Ja- 
pan la t>y no means prepared to acqiii- 
esc« In tba sngfestton that she slve 
Wmtk « tree hand In Ifaneharia in 
esehange for a Japanese freie hand In 
Corea. Japan contends, says the Morn- 
ing Post, that the two questions are 
entirely separate, that Corean Inde- 
ja a iia c a has already been secured by 
coBTantlon and that as Manchuria was 
rwtored te China by Japan at the In- 
stigation of European powers, she nat- 
urally can not consent to Its occupa- 
tion by Russia. 

The correspondent of the Dally Mall 
nt Kobe quotes the Hochl Shimun of 
Toklo to the effect that the diplomatic 
corps, of the Japanese capital, have 
no hope of a ppareful settlement of 
the pending difficulties.

Bankers' Car Was the Only One Not 
Derailed — Thirty or More Train* 
men and Passengers Were In- 
jured, Soma Fatally*. 

Puieblo, Col., Oct 81.— By an act of 
train wreckers east-bound Santa Fe 
passenger train No. 6, known as tbe 
Colorado-Chicago "flyer," in which was 
one car filled with eastern bankers 
homeward bound from California, was 
derailed at 1:S0 o'clock Friday morn- 
ing at Aplshapa creek, 35 mll>es cast, 
and, breaking down the steel bridge, 
the engine and four cars following, 
plunged to the bed of the creek, where 
they were plied in a maas of wreckage. 
Thirty or more trainmen and passen- 
gers were injured and that none waa 
killed outright la retarded as almost 
miraculous. 

Among the Injured are: Harrold 
Kolberg, Middlesboro, Ky.; J. F. Mc- 
Oin. Waahlngton, D. C; J. L.Reinhardt 
and Mra. J. A. Relnhardt, Owansboro, 
Ky. 

The wrecked train was made up at 
Denver Thursday evening and at Pu- 
eblo the car Del Roso, In charge of A. 
S. Kimberly and carrying 18 eastern 
bankers, was attached to it The train 
was bowling along at a speed of 50 
miles an hour as it approached Apl- 
shapa creek, between Mangola and 
Fowler. 

At the weet end of the bridge the 
raila spnsad, derailing the engine, and 
when it atmck the bridge one span 100 
feet long went down. Th(; engine, two 
baggage cars and a chuir car and a 
coach roiled over on tlnlr sides to 
tbe creek bed, a distance of about 15 
feet Fortunately little water waa nm* 
ning in the creek at the time. 

One Pullman stopped with the for* 
ward end projecting over the embank- 
ment. The bankers' car was tho only 
one in tbe train that was not derailed. 

When the engine rolled over Engi- 
neer Walker waa pinned under his cab, 
and ha was immediately enveloped in 
a dense cloud of steam. Some time 
elapsed before ho was rescued by other 
members of the crew with the assist- 
ance of some passengers. 

Engineer Walker and others who 
were seriously Injured were placed in 
the SanU Fe hospital there and the 
remaining resumed their eastward 
journey with the exception Of some 
women, who were suffering from the 
shock to their ner\( i; sxsteras. 

An investigation showed plainly that 
the spikes bad been pulled from three 
rails. 

But for the accident of a hot box on 
the express < ar ;i larne amount of mon- 
ey would have \>vcn in the safe of the 
wrecked train and this, it ia believed, 
was tbe plunder tbe desperadoes hoped 
for. Valises were rided by - the rob- 
bers during the excitement following 
the wreck.

New York, Oct. 31. — For the second 
time within two months Samuel J. 
Parks, walking delegate of House- 
smiths' and Bridgemen's union, local 
No. 8, was convicted the crime of 
extortion In the court of general ses- 
sions. It took the jury just 12 min- 
utes during which time ihey took two 
ballots, to agree on the guilt of Parks 
in extorting $500 from the Tiffany stu- 
dios, a pxm of contractors, under the 
threat of keeping them from contlnu* 
ing work on buildings last January. 
It was shown at tho trial that Parks 
had obtained $ono from the Tiffany 
firm as an "initiation tee" last Janu- 
ary When the housesmiths and bridge- 
men wore on strike on three ot the Tif* 
fany contracts in this city. Parks 
claimed that this money waa a flno 
levied by his labor union. 

I-atiT tin !act develoiied that Pa'-ks 
had been disloyal to bis union inas* 
much as he permitted the Tiffany firm 
to employ non*anion men on concern 
jobs after having received the |800. 
Thl.s accusation was not denied by, tho 
defendant or his coun.-el diirins; t'.io 
trial, but tiie latter i (uiieiuti-d iliat 
Parks bad given the money to the 
trennrer <tf hia orianlsatlon and that 
tbe entire transactlm was a bosinesa 
deal which Instead of being a crime 
afforded considerable business advant- 
ages to the firm wliich paiil the nionc^y. 
Counsel for Parks endeavored to intro- 
duce certiflcatea as to the prisoner's 
delicate state of health, but Judge 
Kewburgher, before whom the caao 
was tried, refused to admit them. In 
In bis ( harse .TiulKe XewherRcr -said 
tiiat it made no difference what dispo- 
sition Parks made of the money after 
be bad obtained It from tbe represcu- 
tativee of the Tiffany Arm. if in the 
belief of the jurymen he had obtained 
It under threat direct or Implied, as 
that fact wiiiild (on.^tifute extortion, 
the crime charged against the pris- 
oner.

It was 3:05 o'clock Friday aflernonn 
when < Governor Beckham and pariy 
reached Mayaville on hia triamphant 
tour of the State.
